Resolution of W. J. Trogillus of 
Calgary Turned Down in Favor 
of Amendment Referring 
Question to Directors. 


MITCHENER, RED DEER," SUPPORTS 
THE COLLEGE AT STRATHCONA 


At Yesterday's Sessions Association 
Adopted Draft Agreement for 
Co-operative Packing Plant— 
Officers Elected for Year. 


At this morning’s session of the 
United Farmers of Alberta the big 
question that came up for considera: 
tion under the head of resolutions, 
which was ‘before the convention most 
of the morning, was that of the loca- 
tion of the agricultaral college. The 
main oppenent to the action of the 
government in joining the college with 
the university at Strathcona was W. 
J. Tregillus, of Calgary, who ‘has for 
some time conducted a c ign on 
the lines set out in his resoultion that 
was presented to the meeting today. 
The question was discussed at con- 
siderable length and Mr. Tregillus’ 
resolution was eventually turned down 
by a large majority in favor of an 
amendment brought forward by IK. 
Mitchener, M.P.P., Red Deer, to the 
effect that the entire mater of the 
agricultural college be referred to the 
executive committee to take up fur- 
ther with the iccal government. 

The discussion was opened by the 
presentation of the resolution which 
read as follows :— 

“Whereas the study of agriculture 
ia of paramount importance to the 
Province of Aiberta, and whereas the 
problems in regard to the study ot 
agriculture are many and varied. ne- 
gen | the study of mixed farm- 
ing, dry farming and irrigation farm- 
ing, and whereas the problems in re- 
gard to the proper handling of our 
so-called dny farm lands are the most 
complex and least understood at pre- 
sent, and also that the cultivation of 
crops with the assistance of irriga- 
tion requires careful and elaborate 
study. 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that in 
the opinion of this convention, the 
agricultural college of the province of 
Alberta should be situated in a local- 
ity that will admit of the education 
of students in all methods of iarming 
that are of most vital importance tc 
the proaperity of the province of Al- 
berta.”’ 

Chief Opponent of Union. 

W. J. Tregilius was the chief speak- 
er in favor of th eresolution. The ar- 
guments presented) ‘by Dr. Tory in 
favor of the union o? the university 
and the agricultural college, he said, 
had een collected by the late weed 
inspector, Mr. Henderson, and when 


Dr. Tory heard of these arguments he; p,. D. Mann, the other meinber of the 


secured them and was using them to 
support hig contention, Strong argu- 
ments could be presented either aor 
or against union and it was up to 
the farmers to decide the question and 
not have it railroaded through. 

“The premier of the province Lought 
& university site for $160,000 when he 
might have got it for nothing in vari- 
ous parts of the province. The pur- 
chase of the site, $ say it advisedly, 
was not entirely irregular.” 

The speaker said that up to the last 
election he had been a supporter of 
the government and he was not now 
opposing the question of union from 
any political etandpoint. Dr. Tory had 
said that Prof. Creelman, of Gue!ph 
Agricultural college, was in favor cf 
union, but he very much questioned 
this statement. Dr. Robertson, the 
foremost agricultralist of Canada, was 
now severing his connection with Me- 
Donald educational institute because 
of strained relations with the Uni- 
versity of McGill, which showed the 
difficulties of union. 

W. R. Ball, Strathcona, jomted out 
that Premier Rutherford said the pur- 
chase of the site was entirely regular. 
Mr. Tregillus said it was not. The 
dispute should be cleared up at once. 

Professor Speaks. 

Prof, Elliott, of the University of 
Montana, where the university and 
the agricultural college are separate, 
said that he did not wish to influence 
the jarmers of Alberta one way or the 
other us he did not know the local 
conditions, He had been identified 
with agricultural education for the 
past ten years, first at Guelph and 
then in the United States, e gave 
examples in the past of bad treat. 
ment that agricultural students bad 
received at the hands of the university 
both at Toronto and in other places. 
Investigatio nmade by President Jas. 
Hamilton, of the Montana Agricultural 
college showed that the cost of edu- 
eating students where union was in 
existecne was much larger than where 
the agricultura lcollege was separate,

The immigration bill introduced oy 
Hon. Mr. Oliver in the Hous® of Com- 
mons yesterday gives the government 
power of a decided character to ab- 
solutely prohibit the immigration of 
Asiatics and also to deal summarily 
with members of such organizations 
as the Black Hand and Mafia, or 
Chinese Highbinders,

vision is made for the deportation of 
any person not a Canadian, “who oy 
common repute belongs or may be 
suspected of belonging to an associ- 
ation or organization which extorts 
money or attempts to control anyone 
by blackmail.” 

It is understood that in order to 
prevent a rumored further influx 0° 
Hindoos, the government contem- 
plates raising the money qualifications 
now required of each Asiatic other 
than Chinese or Japanese entering 
Canada to $500. It is now $200.

A National Council. 

A draft constitution for a proposed 
National Council of Agriculture’ for 
ali of Canada was submitted to the 
convention in a letter from R. Me- 
Kenzie, secretary of the Manitoba 
Grain Growers’ Association, The 
drift was discussed at some Jeneth 
by R. Speakman, Penhold, President 
Bower, Secretary Fream and then en- 
dovsed unanimously, 

Hail Insurance. 

Resolutions dealing with hail ,in- 
surance were submitted by a number 
oi the local unions, and after consid- 
erable discussion it was decided that 
these be referred to the various 
unions of Ahe provinee for their 
reports by the first of April. 

The resolutions committee Wad pre- 
viously. recommended that a com- 
mittee be appointed to take the hail 
insurance question up with the pro- 
vineial government, in order to work 
out a complete scheme of co-operative 
or compulsory hajl insurance, — This 
recommendation Was, however, de- 
feated, 

Other Resolutions. 

Resolutions were alo passed calling 
for larger bounties on coyotes; that 
further amendments be made in the 
Weights and Measures Act, and that 
the executive take up the matter with 
the government and that there be an 
interchange of delegates in’ the econ- 
ventions of the three provinces.
